Police say Murphy threatened to'kill'man, woman

The Lawrenceburg man 
released from prison after serv¬ 
ing less than two years of a 
10-year sentence for shooting and 
killing Luke Beasley is scheduled 


to be in court next Tuesday on 
charges that include assault, ter¬ 
roristic threatening and DUI. 

Christopher Murphy, 29, of 
1100 Bear Creek Road was found 
guilty in 2008 of second-degree 
manslaughter after shooting Bea¬ 


sley point-blank in the chest with 
a rifle following an altercation. 

Now he faces a host of charges 
that stem from an altercation in 
May during which he allegedly 
told the victim and a man with 
her he would “kill them” once he 
got out of jail, according to police 
reports. 

The incident took place at an 


Alford Road residence in May 
when a woman claims Murphy 
pushed her to the ground, leaving 
her with a scrape and bump on 
her arm. 

Murphy, who allegedly told 
police he had drank about 10 
beers when they pulled him over

with the move,” Denny said, “and 
one week is the amount of time 
typically needed to move a clerk’s 
office.” 

Denny said those who need to 
transfer a vehicle title, renew a 
vehicle registration or other ser¬ 
vices can receive them at clerk’s 
offices in Woodford, Washington, 
Mercer and Franklin counties. 

“We have an agreement 
worked out with them,” Denny 
said. 

Although the office will be 
officially closed, Denny said 
the office’s phones will only be

It would be easy to utter well-mean¬ 
ing platitudes to Tom Borgia. 

“At least you or your family wasn’t 
hurt.” 

“Those cars can be replaced.” 

Borgia knows that, too. He considers 
it a blessing in the aftermath of a fire 
that destroyed a garage at his home 
just off Highway 62, west of Lawrence¬ 


burg. He’s thankful that his family 
escaped injury and can rebuild their 
dreams. 

But even without injuries, Borgia’s 
family is hurting. 

“This isn’t a vacation for us,” he 
said of the three drag racers and other 
speed machines that were destroyed or 
severely damaged in the Sept. 23 fire. 
“This is our life.”

Ex-social services worker who 
allowed children to remain in 
abusive homes released early

The former Anderson County 
social services worker who pleaded 
guilty to tampering with public 
records that allowed children to 
remain in abusive households is 
out of prison after serving just 26 
months of a five-year sentence. 

Margaret “Geri” Murphy was 
released from jail Oct. 1 and placed 
on home incarceration, according to 
court documents obtained by The 
Anderson News. 

It is unclear if Murphy, who was 
living in Florida at the time of her 
arrest, is serving home incarcera¬ 
tion there. 

Murphy, who was twice denied 
appeals for shock probation, plead¬ 
ed guilty and was sentenced in July 
of 2012. 

“The court is disturbed by the 
actions, or non-actions, taken in 
these situations,” Circuit Court 
Judge Charles Hickman said while 
imposing sentence. 

“The children left in these situ¬ 
ations were possibly physically or 
sexually abused, and that could 
have been prevented. 

“The fact that children could be 
left in the hands of abusers is par¬ 
ticularly concerning to this court. 
Probation is denied.” 

The case was prosecuted by 
Attorney General Jack Conway’s 
office. Following Murphy’s sen¬ 
tencing, Conway called her actions

Elementary schools score well; high, middle need improvement

While all three of the ele¬ 
mentary school earned a pro¬ 
ficient or higher rating the 
Kentucky School Report Card 
released Friday, the middle 
school and high school were 
labeled as “needs improve¬ 


ment.” The Anderson County 
School district was given the 
classification as an overall 
proficient school system. 

Robert B. Turner Elemen¬ 
tary performed exception¬ 
ally well in last year’s school 
report card, earning a place 
in the 99th percentile, per¬ 


forming as a distinguished/ 
progressing school. The 
school also preformed above 
state averages of proficient/ 
distinguished student skills 
in all areas of the KPREP 
assessment administered to 
third through eighth grade 
students designed to examine 


skills in reading, math, sci¬ 
ence, social studies, writing 
and language mechanics. 

Students are labeled on a 
scale of novice level to distin¬ 
guished level, meaning the 
student has a strong grasp of 
that particular subject. 

“Our school (Robert B. 


Turner Elementary) per¬ 
formed 27th out of 727 Ken¬ 
tucky elementary schools. 
You couldn’t expect any bet¬ 
ter,” said James Sargent, an 
Anderson County Board of 
Education member, during a 
meeting Monday night.

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The Kentucky 
Department of Educa¬ 
tion Kentucky School 
Report Cards put 
together a variety 
of factors including 
students assessments, 
learning environment, 
college and career 
readiness and program 
reviews in the arts and 
humanities, practical 
living and career stud¬ 
ies and writing that are 
averaged together to 
create an overall score 
of the school and school 
district’s performance. 
The Kentucky School 
Report Card, which was 
implemented during the 
2011-2012 school year, 
is designed to provide 
accountability and vis¬ 
ibility to public of Ken¬ 
tucky public schools’ 
performance. 

Wayne Reese, princi¬ 
pal at Robert B. Turner 
Elementary, cited as a 
strength the staff work¬ 
ing as a team to analyze 
data to drive student 
instruction. 

“We always shoot for 
the moon. Our goal is 
always for our students 
to achieve at their high¬ 
est potential. However, 
if we are going to attach 
numbers to it, we were 
striving for a position 
in the top 10 percent 
of schools,” said Reese. 
“We all had that num¬ 
ber in our head, hoping 
we could provide our 
students with knowl¬ 
edge and instruction 
they needed to reach it. 
We shouldn’t have put 
limits on our abilities to 
teach our students and 
their abilities to show us 
what they know. We are 
very proud of them!” 

Saffell Street Elementary 

Saffell Street Elemen¬ 
tary placed in the 72 
percentile, earning the 
label of a distinguished/ 
progressing school. The 
school jumped from 
an overall score of 73.3 


(85th percentile) to 81.4. 

“We are very excited 
again this year to be 
named a Proficient 
School again in Ken¬ 
tucky,” said Todd 
Wooldridge, Saffell 
Street Elementary prin¬ 
cipal. “Our goal for next 
year is to be named a 
school of ‘Distinction’ 
With the performance 
goals set and the moti¬ 
vation of the energetic 
staff right now, I see us 
reaching that goal. It’s 
exciting times at Saffell 
Street.” 

Saffell Street Elemen¬ 
tary KPREP data show 
performed below state 
average for proficient/ 
distinguished skills in 
language mechanics, 
math and reading. 

Wooldridge said the 
school is implementing 
and strengthening its 
response to intervention 
process to identify and 
provide assistance for 
students who are strug¬ 
gling in certain areas 
to focus on data and 
individualized student 
learning plans. He said 
he is excited that the 
Saffell Street Elemen¬ 
tary staff is already see¬ 
ing results and improve¬ 
ments. 

Emma B. Ward Elementary 

Emma B. Ward Ele¬ 
mentary had an overall 
score of 74.6 in the 89th 
percentile in comparison 
to a 68.3 score and the 
64th percentile the per¬ 
vious year. The school 
is ranked at proficient/ 
progressing level for the 
progress made from the 
2012-2013 school year to 
last year. The school per¬ 
formed better than state 
averages of proficient/ 
distinguished skills in 
all areas except science. 

Anderson County 
Middle School 

The middle school 
placed on 64th percen¬ 
tile with an overall score 
of 65.8 and was labeled 
as a needs improvement, 
progressing school. 

There was improvement 


from last year’s over 
score of 64, placing the 
school in the 58th per¬ 
centile. 

“Last year, we aimed 
to become a profi¬ 
cient school, needing 
a total score of 66.8 
points which was only 
an increase of 2.8. We 
achieved a 1.8 gain, 
which was completely 
in the student achieve¬ 
ment and learning area 
because we achieved 
all points possible for 
our program review 
two years in a row,” said 
Jeanna Kidd, middle 
school principal. “I’m 
very proud of our stu¬ 
dents for the great effort 
they put into doing their 
best all year and for the 
hard work and dedica¬ 
tion from our teachers 
to maximize the learn¬ 
ing opportunities for our 
students. While we did 
not achieve proficiency 
this year, we were pro¬ 
gressing and exceed the 
mandated one point 
goal.” 

Kidd said she was par¬ 
ticularly pleased with 
the math proficiency 
percent increase from 
44 percent during the 
2012-2013 school year to 
48.7 percent last year. 

She added that the 
Explore score for the 
percent of students 
achieving benchmarks 
in reading and math 
were the highest they 
have been. 

Next year’s goal is 
to become a proficient 
middle school, according 
to Kidd. 

“We want to achieve 
at least 70-75 percent 
proficiency in read¬ 
ing and math for all 
students in the achieve¬ 
ment and gap area. We 
want our combined 
percentage of students 
achieving typical 
growth in reading and 
math combined to reach 
70 percent also. Our 
social studies achieve¬ 
ment is very good, and 
we want to continue 
improving that area of 
strength,” said Kidd. “To 
achieve these goals, we

“unconscionable.” 

“Ms. Murphy had a 
responsibility to inves¬ 
tigate allegations of 
child abuse or neglect 
and to take action to 
protect children from 
these heinous crimes. 
She failed to execute her 
duties and to protect 
Kentucky’s youngest 
and most vulnerable 
citizens.” 

In at least two of the 
cases where Murphy 
falsified reports finding 
that sexual abuse allega¬ 
tions were unsubstan¬ 
tiated, children were 
victimized again due 
to being left in abusive 
situations, Conway said. 

Murphy was told 
in February of 2012 to 
“quit or be fired” from 
her job as a social work¬ 


er in Anderson County 
after allegations against 
her began to mount. 

Cases included allega¬ 
tions of child neglect, 
parents using drugs 
while an infant and 
toddler were in their 
vehicle, and another 
allegation of abuse that, 
according to a parent, 
resulted in children 
“smearing feces all over 
the bathroom and them¬ 
selves,” and “acting out 
sexually against a young 
child visiting the [par¬ 
ent’s] home.” 

In one case, a state 
trooper investigat¬ 
ing the alleged sexual 
abuse of an infant said 
he believes Murphy’s 
actions led to the child 
being abused again. 

In that case, a moth¬ 
er’s boyfriend was sus¬ 
pected of sexually abus¬ 
ing an infant, and that a 
preschool sibling of the 
infant was acting out 


sexually at daycare. 

In her report, Mur¬ 
phy wrote that a trooper 
with the Kentucky 
State Police told her 
that a hair found in the 
baby’s pubic area was 
examined and found be 
hair from a dog, not a 
human. 

An investigation 
proved that false, 
according to the attor¬ 
ney general’s office, 
because the trooper 
involved later said the 
hair had not been tested 
and that he never told 
Murphy that it was a 
dog’s hair. 

A complaint was 
filed against Murphy 
by unspecified law 
enforcement, and Mur¬ 
phy later admitted to 
an investigator that she 
lied about information 
in the report, according 
to court documents. 

The mother in 2010 
reunited with the boy-

The closure will allow 
the office’s computer 
systems, phones, fur¬ 
niture and permanent 
records to moved to the 
new location, said Denny, 
adding that no new fur¬ 
niture or desks will be 
purchased for the new 
facility. 

Moving the clerk’s 
office was decided 
after the Anderson 
County Fiscal Court 
voted to purchase the 
former bank in 2013 for 
$260,000, well below 


its appraised value of 
$380,000 and a replace¬ 
ment value estimated at 
the time at $900,000. 

At the time of pur¬ 
chase, renovations were 
expected to cost around 
$60,000, which included 
the installation of an 


elevator to move vot¬ 
ing machines and other 
items from the build¬ 
ing’s basement, which 
will also be used for 
storage. 

The annual payments 
on the building are 
expected to be offset on 


money the fiscal court 
would have spent main¬ 
tenance and utilities at 
the courthouse.

It is a life that has taken 
Borgia and his family across 
the nation as one of the bet¬ 
ter amateur or semi-pro drag 
racers in the nation for sev¬ 
eral years. He was the subject 
of an Anderson News story 
in October of 2012, two years 
after his son, Gary, then an 
eighth-grader, was featured 
as one of the state’s best BMX 
bicycle racers. 

But much of that changed 
Sept. 23 when the fire, accel¬ 
erated by about 50 gallons 
of racing fuel stored in the 
garage, quickly burned the 
garage and anything in it. 

In addition to the cars, 
six bicycles were destroyed, 
including the one Gary rode 
to that 2010 state champion¬ 
ship. The heat was so intense 
that some vinyl siding on Bor¬ 
gia’s home melted. 

An RV, parked in front of 
the garage, also caught fire. 
“When I got there, I moved 
the RV and there were flames 
in it,” Borgia said. “I drove it 
when it was on fire.” 

The events of that Tuesday 


afternoon are branded in Bor¬ 
gia’s mind. 

“I was at my shop,” said 
Borgia, who owns and oper¬ 
ates Anderson Automotive 
Repair near Alton. “It was 5:33 
in the afternoon. Gary was 
home and called me. 

“He had been in the house 
and a neighbor was banging 
on the door to alert him.” 

Borgia hopped in his truck 
and immediately put his rac¬ 
ing skills to use. He says he 
made the trip home in about 
three minutes. 

“I stopped a state trooper 
at the light in front of Emma 
B. Ward School,” Borgia said. 

“I showed him the smoke and 
said, ‘My son is in that house.’ 

“He said, ‘Go!’ and followed 
me with his lights on.” 

Even though 16-year-old 
Gary Borgia was able to get 
out of the house unscathed, 
Tom says the degree of hurt 
can’t be measured. 

The fire took more than 
bikes and dragsters. The 
memories are all that remain. 

“See this 1967 VW?” Borgia 
asks as he shows a photo of 
a souped-up Beetle. “I drove 
it when I was living in New 
York. I finished sixth nation¬ 


ally in the NHRA with that 
one. When that picture was 
taken, the race was on ESPN. 
We traveled all over the place 
with that car.” 

It was lost in the fire. 

A1987 Mustang was one 
Gary had built and was plan¬ 
ning to drive on the track 
before the current season 
ends. “It’s gone,” Borgia said. 

A four-wheeler that the 
family had been racing for 
four years was also in the 
garage. “It’s gone, too,” Borgia 
said. “We lost all of the kids’ 
bikes. There were six in all.” 

But perhaps nothing com¬ 
pares to the loss of a junior 
dragster that Borgia was 
building with his younger 
son, Toby. “It’s gone,” Borgia 
said. 

“Last week, I have had tons 
of phone calls. Many people 
had been donating parts and 
money for Toby to get back 
on the track.” 

Borgia says Toby, 10, is 
autistic and as far as he, or 
anyone else in Borgia’s rac¬ 
ing circuit, knows, is the only 
autistic child in America 
driving. 

“He’s not racing for points. 
Toby’s just being introduced 


to racing,” Borgia says. 

But it is more than learn¬ 
ing to drive a standard shift 
or just putting the gas pedal 
to the floor. “It’s all very ther¬ 
apeutic to Toby,” Borgia said. 
“He doesn’t really grasp the 
situation. It’s just really tough 
on him right now.” 

But Borgia says he’s trying 
to use the fire as a teaching 
tool for his sons. 

“I want to teach my boys 
that when you get knocked 
down, you get back up,” Bor¬ 
gia says. “You rebuild and 
move on.” 

Which is what the family 
has already begun doing. 

Borgia’s 1995 Mustang, 
which has been very good to 
him on the track, was dam¬ 
aged but repairable. “The 
right side was destroyed. The 
tires, the struts, paint, the 
windshield, the hood, mir¬ 
rors, lights and brakes were 
all damaged,” Borgia said. “We 
have been working every 
night to get it repaired.” 

And last weekend, Borgia 
took the car to Dayton, Ohio 
to race. 

“I broke the (transmis¬ 
sion) in the first round but I 
still won that round,” Borgia 


said in a message from his 
Facebook account. “With no 
third gear I had to change 
how I drove it. I went two 
more rounds to the semi-final 
round when the tranny gave 
way fully. Came home with a 
broken race car.” 

But the spirit won’t be bro¬ 
ken. 

The weekend before, Bor¬ 
gia had made trips to both 
Florence and Hazard to get 
parts so he could have the car 
back on the track. 

He’s already sewed up 
the yearly championship at 
Edgewater, Ohio, just outside 
Cincinnati. He’s also in first 
place with the Bluegrass 
Super Shifters, which races at 
Owingsville and Thorn Hill 
in Kenton County, but has 
three races to go and has not 
clinched first place. 

Waiting it out until next 
year is just not part of the 
fuel that drives Borgia’s inner 
fire. 

“I want to race,” he said. “I 
want to teach my boys that 
you don’t quit when some¬ 
thing like this happens.”

C olumn as I see ’em... 

I know I was gone for a while, but I’m sure I read some¬ 
where (here) that the city council and fiscal _ 

court passed a new sign ordinance not long ago. 

This ordinance was supposed to be a masterpiece 
compared to the one it replaced, with clear lan¬ 
guage to make enforcement - and favoritism for 
those who know how to return favors - things of 
the past.

Of course it isn’t; I found myriad examples of signs for far out¬ 
side of the ordinance that me might as well not even have one, 

new or otherwise. 

Yes, some existing signs were 
“grandfathered” into the ordinance, 
but just since it passed a host of 
signs have been stuck here, there 
and just about everywhere and, 
as of Monday, neither the city nor 
county has issued a single warning, 
ticket, citation or anything else to 
those responsible for these signs. 

- I hate to say I told you so (not 

really; I love saying that) but I told 
you so. When this issue heated up a year or so ago and the cham¬ 
ber was peddling its ordinance to city and county officials, I 
wrote in this space that it doesn’t matter what’s in the ordinance 
if the city and county aren’t willing to enforce it. 

If the excuse is there hasn’t been enough time yet to tackle 
this issue, that’s weak. If it’s that neither is adequately staffed to 
enforce the ordinance, then that should have been taken into 
account before the ordinance was passed.

Better mousetrap? Try duct tape, steel wool 


I love the way Mother 
Nature adapts us to her 
weather with a cold one 
day and hot the 
next. 

We’ve entered 
the all-season 
month. October 
gives us time 
to adjust to the 
coming cold 
and get all those 
outside chores 
done, before we 
start to hiber¬ 
nate, and we’re 
not alone. Lots 
of four legged 
critters are look¬ 
ing for their warm winter 
home. 

Mice are the most com¬ 
mon critters looking to 
invade our space and there’s 
nothing worse than think¬ 
ing you just saw something 
run across the floor. Well, 
actually seeing one run is 
worse. Now is the time to 
mouse proof your dwelling. 
Pick up a few packages of 
fine steel wool and a roll 


of duct tape in addition to 
some traps. 

Fine steel wool shoved in 
and around any opening 
that is one-quarter inch or 
bigger and then covered 
over in duct tape or caulk¬ 
ing should prevent them 
from chewing through. 
Peppermint oil on cotton 
balls also works as a deter¬ 
rent. I like to put those in 
and around the engine of 
my lawn tractor, too. 

I researched the best 
mousetraps and found the 
top killer was called The 
Better Mouse Trap. If you 
want to catch and release, 
then Seabright Laboratories’ 
Smart Mouse Trap is the 
number one. Peanut but¬ 
ter is thought to be the best 
bait. Place them in spots 
where they run, along walls. 

While moles aren’t trying 
to get into the house, they 
are building several condos 
under the lawn and now is 
the time to get rid of them. 
First, find the active tunnel. 
You do this by watching the 


tunnel and see where prog¬ 
ress is taking place. Next, 
tap a hole into it and pour 
a mixture of water, liquid 
detergent or dish soap and 
castor oil down the hole. 

Use a mixer to blend 3 
ounces of castor oil, 3 table¬ 
spoons of liquid detergent 
and 8 tablespoons of water. 
That makes your base. I 
then pour about 10 table¬ 
spoons of the base into a 
gallon jug and then fill it 
up with more water. I pour 
about half of the gallon 
down the hole. If you don’t 
want to go to all that trou¬ 
ble then find some castor 
beans and put three down 
into the hole. If they eat it, 
the bean will kill them. 

While you’re out take a 
look at your winter squash 
because they should be 
ready to harvest. Butternut 
squash should be solid tan 
when ripe. Spaghetti squash 
will go from dark green 
to light bright yellow, and

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Beware prussic acid poisoning as frost nears 


A lthough prussic acid poisoning 
can occur anytime during the 
growing season, the greatest risk 
is usually associated with 
the first frost in Kentucky 
The primary cause of 
hydrocyanic (prussic) acid 
poisoning in domestic 
animals is the ingestion 
of plants containing this 
potent toxin. Cyanide-pro¬ 
ducing compounds (cyano- 
genic glucosides) occurring 
in living plant cells are 
converted to prussic acid 
when cells are crushed or 
otherwise ruptured.

The prussic acid potential of plants is 
affected by species and variety, weather, 
soil fertility and stage of plant growth. 


Plants of the sorghum group and leaves 
of wild cherry trees have a potential for 
producing toxic levels of prussic acid. 
There are wide differences among vari¬ 
eties. Some of the sudangrasses are low 
in prussic acid. Pearl millet is apparently 
free of prussic acid in toxic amounts. 

The risk from potentially dangerous 
forages may be reduced by following 
certain management practices. 

• Graze sorghum or sorghum cross 
plants only when they are at least 15 
inches tall. 

• Do not graze plants during and 
shortly after drought periods when 
growth is severely reduced. 

• Do not graze wilted plants or plants 
with young tillers. 

• Do not graze for two weeks after a 
non-killing frost. 


• Do not graze after a killing frost 
until plant material is dry (the toxin is 
usually dissipated within 48 hours). 

• Do not graze at night when frost is 
likely. 

• Delay feeding silage six to eight 
weeks following ensiling. 

• Do not allow access to wild cherry 
leaves whether they are wilted or not. 
After storms always check pastures for 
fallen limbs.

Don’t dismiss potatoes as a healthy meal choice 


acorn squash has a little 
orange on a dark green rind. 
Leave a 2-inch stem to pro¬ 
tect against rot. If you must 
wash them, then add a little 
bleach to the water to wash 
the outsides of the squash, 
then store in a cool, dark 
place. 

It’s also time to harvest 
any nuts found on the 
ground or gently shaken 
from the tree. Let them dry 
naturally, then be sure to 
get all the green rind off, if 
some still have it. Next, let 
them dry another day. Nuts 
can be stored at room tern-

perature, but they will last 
up to six months if stored in 
the refrigerator. They can 
be stored in glass, plastic or 
even sealable plastic bags. 

Working outside in the 
cold sure makes me appreci¬ 
ate the warmth of my wood 
stove and I got to “season” it 
this weekend. I seasoned it 
with about 6 cups of dried 
potato peelings during the 
first fire. There is some¬ 
thing in the peelings that 
help coat the inside of the 
stovepipe to keep creosote 
from building up. It’s the 
buildup that causes chim¬ 
ney/pipe fires. It also makes 
for really easy chimney 
sweeping at the season’s 
end. 

Now get out there. The 
colors are about to brighten 
up the landscape. It’s 
Mother Nature’s last hoo¬ 
ray before we go gray, so 
let’s enjoy it while we can. 
Happy growing.

P otatoes are not fattening. 
They are an inexpensive 
source of 
carbohydrates 
and fiber plus 
they are fat free. 

Potatoes are an 
excellent source 
of vitamin C, 
potassium and 
vitamin B6. 

Potatoes have 
gotten a bad 
name from the 
company they 
keep. If you fry 
potatoes and add 
lots of butter and sour cream, 
then they aren’t a healthy 
choice. There are many 
healthy ways to prepare the 
ordinary potato. 

There are more than 100 
kinds of potatoes. Each var¬ 
ies in size, shape, taste, color 
and amount of starch. White 
potatoes are the most com¬ 
mon. Russet potatoes are 
among the most popular, all¬ 
purpose potato. The russet is 
low in moisture and high in 
starch, which makes it good 
for baking, mashing, and 
making fries. 

You may be surprised to 
learn that potatoes should 
be stored in a cool, dark, dry 


place, away from apples or 
onion. The garage floor is a 
good storage place when the 
daytime temperature drops 
to an average of 50 degrees. 
Don’t store potatoes in an 
airtight plastic container or 
bag. They need some air. Bags 
made from netting or plastic 
bags with many air holes are 
better. The best storage is 
to put them in a bin where 
there is good air circulation. 
Don’t store them in the refrig¬ 
erator; this will make them 
taste sweet instead of starchy. 

All-purpose and baking 
potatoes can be stored for a 
month or more. New potatoes 
only keep for a week. Check 
the bag or storage bin every 
few days to remove any pota¬ 
toes that are soft, wrinkled 
or sprouting. The odor from 
spoiled potatoes may encour¬ 
age you to check those pota¬ 
toes. 

Avoid using or buying 
potatoes with large cuts, 
bruises or decay. Sprouted, 
soft, or shriveled potatoes 
have lost some nutritional 
value. Also, avoid green pota¬ 
toes as the green parts may 
cause bitter flavor. 

Mashing potatoes isn’t 
difficult but I’ve met some 


people who have only used 
instant mashed potatoes. First 
boil potatoes. The more fla¬ 
vors you put in the water, the 
better seasoned the potatoes 
will be. Boil small to medium¬ 
sized potatoes whole. Be sure 
to scrub potatoes well before 
boiling. Don’t peel larger 
potatoes either. Cut larger 
potatoes in halves or quarters. 
The skins slip off easily once 
cooked. Place the potatoes in 
boiling water because a short¬ 
er boiling time will reduce 
loss of water-soluble vitamins 
like vitamin C. Add garlic, 
onion or herbs to the water to 
give the boiled potatoes more 
flavor. Cover and cook pota¬ 
toes until a sharp knife tip 
can pierce the potato or a fork 
can be inserted halfway. Boil 
small potatoes for 10-15 min¬ 
utes, cut-up potatoes for 15-20 
minutes and 20-40 minutes 
for medium to large whole 
potatoes. 

For fluffy mashed potatoes 
use milk, vegetable broth or 
chicken broth. Use a potato 
masher or a handheld elec¬ 
tric mixer. Don’t use a food 
processor and don’t over¬ 
beat potatoes which beating 
makes them gummy. It’s best 
to mash hot potatoes instead 


of allowing the potatoes to 
cool first. 

Veggie stuffed baked potatoes 

Makes four servings 

4 medium size potatoes (about fist size) 
Russet is the best variety 
4 cups frozen or fresh vegetables - use 
California blend, mixed vegetables or 
any combination 
1 % cups sour cream, non-fat 
Vi teaspoon dried oregano 
Vi teaspoon dried basil 
Black pepper to taste 

Pierce each potato with a fork. 
Microwave on high until tender, about 
3-4 minutes per potato. 

Steam vegetables in microwave or 
cook in a small amount of water until 
tender crisp. 

Mix the sour cream with the herbs 
and pepper. 

Split the potatoes in the center and 
fill with steamed veggies. Top with sour 
cream.

I’m proud of her and have 
grown weary about the bad 
rap so many teachers get. 

I learned first-hand just 
what kind of influence a 
teacher could have. My aunt, 
Myrtle Perry, taught 42 years 
and for much of her career, 
she led Alton School as its 
principal in addition to teach¬ 
ing a class. In her day, she’d 
find out which kids didn’t go 
to church and invite them to 
attend Corinth Christian with 
her. Then, she’d load up her 
car on Sunday morning. 

But may Heaven help you 


if you crossed her during the 
week. Suffice it to say, she 
knew how to put a whuppin’ 
on someone who back-talked 
or didn’t follow the rules. 

The good ol’ days, you 
know. 

Today my wife and the 
countless others who simply 
want to change lives can’t 
do those things my aunt did. 
The politically correct crowd 
would have a cow if teachers 
did that today, but they can 
still make a difference. 

I know. A large portion of 
my job deals with high school 
coaches. The successful ones 
aren’t nearly as concerned 
with the winning percentage 
as they are with the grade 
point average. The all-staters 
might get the accolades, but 
the ones who make them¬ 
selves successful in life often 
conjure up the fondest memo¬ 
ries. 

In the same way, the teach¬ 
er that looks at a child as an 
asset for test scoring purposes 


probably won’t last. I can 
guarantee you that in the 
long run that teacher won’t 
be as successful. 

That’s not to say we don’t 
have problems in our schools. 
We do. 

And I thought of that last 
Tuesday. I thought of my 
wife. I thought of relatives 
and friends who work in pub¬ 
lic school classrooms. 

My Twitter feed was going 
haywire with the news of a 
shooting at Fern Creek High 
School in Jefferson County. 

I happened to be home for 
a few minutes anyway, so I 
tuned in to one of the Louis¬ 
ville television stations and 
simply started shaking my 
head. 

Thankfully, only one per¬ 
son was hurt and the alleged 
shooter, who somehow got 
a gun inside the school, was 
captured in less than three 
hours. 

Years ago, the problems 
in schools were things like 


chewing gum in class, cutting 
line and the like. Sure there 
were unruly kids, but those 
kids often got to meet what 
we called, “The Board of Edu¬ 
cation.” 

I’m not referring to a group 
of people elected to a position, 
either. 

Yet, when my Aunt Myrtle 
passed away, so many suc¬ 
cessful people, some of them 
along in years themselves, 
stood at the casket and told 
me something like, “She made 
me what I am today.” 

Crisis management? That 
was me having to explain a 
bad grade to my parents. 

Times have changed. My 
wife, and the many Christian 
teachers like her, would not 
be able to go through the 
school inviting kids to church 
like my aunt did. But they 
can still make a difference. 

And teachers today not 
only have to know their sub¬ 
ject matter and classroom 
discipline, but are usually 


trained in real crisis manage¬ 
ment. 

In reading about the 
Fern Creek incident in last 
Wednesday’s Courier-Journal, 

I found a quote from the 
school principal, Nathan 
Meyer, very interesting. The 
Louisville newspaper said 
Meyer praised his teachers for 
following the school’s safety 
procedures “exactly as we 
have drilled and students and 
teacher behaved admirably 
under the circumstances.” 

It would be foolish to think 
that public schools are per¬ 
fect. 

But maybe, just maybe, it’s 
time to thank those men and 
women who buy supplies out 
of their own pockets and who 
don’t see their rewards in the 
form of a paycheck. 

I know from experience 
that a “thank you” or a hug 
would mean a lot more.

Students raise $200 for ALS research

Anderson County High School Chris Glass was nominated 
by McKenna Lewis, a senior at the high school, to participate 
in the amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (ALS) Ice Bucket Chal¬ 
lenge. Glass agreed but his only caveat was the students had to 
raise money for ALS research. 

Lewis organized the students and encouraged them to bring 
in spare change for a week in September. The students and 
staff contributed to raise $200. 

Throughout the summer, the ALS Ice Bucket Challenge 
gained a great deal of popularity. According to the ALS Asso¬ 
ciation’s website, $21.7 million was raised for ALS research 
through the Ice Bucket Challenge. 

Approximately 5,600 people in the U.S. are diagnosed with 
ALS each year, according the ALS Association. The typical 
life expectancy for ALS patients is two to five years after diag¬ 
nosis. ALS causes muscle weakness and stiffness initially but 
progresses to paralysis of the muscles of the limbs and loss of 
control over vital life functions such as speech, breathing and 
swallowing. The initial shock of the ice-cold water during the 
Ice Bucket Challenge is designed to mimic the feel of muscle 
paralysis, thus bringing awareness to what it’s like to live with 
ALS. 

Lewis said she was happy to help bring students and staff 
together to bring awareness and raise funds for ALS research. 

“It was awesome,” said Lewis. 

Glass was a good sport, taking on not just one but three 
pitchers of ice cold water. Though Glass said he participated in 
the Ice Bucket Challenge before, he said this was much worst 
because the water was poured slowly, making him feel the cold 
even more so. 

“It was freezing,” said Glass. “I’m proud of our students. We 
have a great student body. They’re very caring and always put 
others before themselves.” 

Glass said the temporary pain was worth it to help support 
the students’ efforts. He said he tries to go out of his way to 
make sure the students feel comfortable talking to him any 
time. 

“I love interacting with the students whether it’s through 
academics or just talking with them to let them know I care,” 
said Glass.

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Anderson hosts regional school board meeting 


Board members here disagree with suggested 
method to evalute superintendent

A new system to evaluate 
school superintendents 

was the primary topic 
at the Regional Kentucky 
School Boards Association 
Meeting, held last Thursday 
at Emma B. Ward Elementary 
School. 

James Sargent, Anderson 
County Board of Education 
member and KSBA regional 
chair, led the meeting. 

“The system in place 
needed improvement. It’s a 
new system of evaluation for 
everyone from the classroom 
to the boardroom,” said David 
Baird, associate executive 
director for KSBA. 

Baird, along with other 
representatives from KSBA, 
presented information about 
the new Superintendent Pro¬ 
fessional Growth and Evalu¬ 
ation System. The SPGES 
suggests superintendents be 
evaluated on the following 
seven standards: 


•Strategic leadership, help¬ 
ing to ensure the school 
district’s vision, mission and 
goals align to every student 
graduating high school being 
equipped for college and/or 
the workforce. 

•Instructional leadership, 
where the superintendent 
supports the school district to 
provide an academic climate 
where performance gaps can 
be eliminated over time and 
students can become college 
and career ready. 

•Cultural leadership, where 
the superintendent is con¬ 
nected with the community 
and works to understand the 
people in the district and 
community to support school 
district achievement goals. 

•Human resource leader¬ 
ship, where the superinten¬ 
dent ensures the district is a 
professional learning com¬ 
munity with processes and 
systems in place that result in 
recruitment, induction, sup¬ 
port, evaluation, development 
and retention of a highly 


effective, diverse staff. 

•Managerial leadership, 
where the superintendent 
ensures that the district has 
processes and systems in 
place for budgeting, staff¬ 
ing, problem solving, com¬ 
munication expectations and 
scheduling that organize the 
work of the district and give 
priority to student leaning 
and safety. 

•Collaborative leadership, 
where the superintendent 
assists in design structure and 
processes that result in broad 
community engagement. 

•Influential leadership, 
where the superintendent 
promotes the success of teach¬ 
ing and learning by under¬ 
standing, responding to, and 
influencing the larger politi¬ 
cal, social, economic, legal, 
ethical and cultural context. 

Baird said the SPGES is an 
effort to move toward a sys¬ 
tem of documented evidence 
where evaluations can be 
focused on performance. 

In accordance to KRS 
156.557, Kentucky schools 


boards are required to per¬ 
form and document a final 
evaluation of the district 
superintendent. Each super¬ 
intendent is evaluated by a 
policy and procedures devel¬ 
oped by the local board of 
education and approved by 
the Kentucky Department of 
Education. 

Anderson County Board 
of Education members 
expressed mixed views on the 
SPGES in an interview Mon¬ 
day night. 

Donna Drury, school board 
member, said likes the new 
suggested model and thought 
it was very thorough. 

“I think it gives the board 
better opportunity to evalu¬ 
ate the superintendent in 
areas that are important. It 
gives us a chance to have 
something solid to base our 
decision on,” said Drury. 

Roger McDowell, board of 
education vice chairman, said 
he felt the SPGES was a lot of 
added time and effort. 

“It’s good to have account¬ 
ability, but the evaluation 


shouldn’t take two weeks,” 
said McDowell. 

Scott Brown, board of 
education chairman, said 
he felt it SPGES was a little 
premature since it is not a 
state requirement to use that 
particular model to evalu¬ 
ate Kentucky school district 
superintendents. 

Though the only KRS 
requirement at the moment is 
that local school board choose 
superintendent formative 
assessment that’s approved by 
KDE, Baird argued it seemed 
like good time to align the 
superintendent evaluations 
with the same PGES system 
that was passed this year for 
teachers and administrators. 

By Dec. 31, each school dis¬ 
trict is required to notify KDE 
of its decision to adopt SPGES 
or create a local development 
superintendent assessment 
model of its own to imple¬ 
ment for the 2015-2016 school 
year.

School board OKs $27,000 study program for middle school

Study Island aligned 
with Common Core 
benchmarks and K-Prep 
assessment preparation 
to help students learn at 
their own pace. 

Scott Brown, board 
of education chairman, 
said he had heard great 
things about the pro¬ 
gram and was excited to 


see how it would help 
Anderson County stu¬ 
dents succeed. 

Also approved 

• Matching funds of 
$30,908 for the KETS 
technology funding. 
KETS will provide the 
same amount if the 
school board agreed to 
match the funding. 

•The annual ARC 
chair members were 
approved. 

• Early graduation 
requests were approved. 

• $9,750 for band 
funding and $1,900 of 


chorus funding, which 
is similar to the funds 
approved for the two 
groups in previous years. 

•Trip requests: High 
school band to attend 
state final in Berea on 
Oct. 31, A band competi¬ 
tion in Mason, Ohio on 
Nov. 8 and an FFA com¬ 
petition Nov. 18-19 in 
Murray. 

•Fundraisers: Book 
fair fundraiser to pur¬ 
chase book and Kroger 
Community rewards 
program participation 
for the Ezra Sparrow 
Early Childhood Center; 
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a fall festival on Nov. 6 
for computers; activities 
and staff incentives at 
Saffell Street Elementa¬ 
ry; and a Logan’s Road¬ 
house night fundraiser 
for technology and staff 
incentives at Saffell 
Street Elementary.

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Trial set for women charged with mailing marijuana

A jury trial for two women 
charged with attempting to 
mail 8 pounds of marijuana 
in exchange for crack cocaine 
is scheduled to begin 9 a.m. 
Oct. 13 in Anderson County 
Circuit Court. 

Diana Hart, whose listed 
address at the time of her 
arrest in 2012 was 303 Vail 
Drive, Lawrenceburg was 
charged with trafficking 


marijuana when a postal 
inspector tracked a large box 
to her home that was mailed 
from an address in California. 

The post office alerted 
the Lawrenceburg Police 
Department, which arrested 
Hart and Lexington resident 
Tenisha Y. Higgins. Both were 
charged with trafficking 
marijuana, over 5 pounds, a 
Class C felony. 

Hart allegedly allowed the 


package to be mailed to her 
address in exchange for the 
crack, which police said was 
for “her personal use.” 

Armed with a search war¬ 
rant, police searched Hart’s 
home and found the box, 
which contained eight pack¬ 
ages of marijuana that had 
been shrink-wrapped and 
covered in dryer sheets to 
hide the odor. 

In his citation, officer 


Josh Satterly wrote that he 
observed Hart contact Hig¬ 
gins on a speaker phone and 
told her to come get the pack¬ 
age. 

Satterly said the two 
agreed to meet in the West 
Park Shopping Plaza. He said 
that when Higgins arrived, 
she pulled up next to Hart, 
had a brief conversation 
before both left and met in 
the parking lot of a nearby 


gas station. 

Once there, Satterly said 
that Hart signaled to Higgins 
to flee the scene. 

Hart was arrested in the 
parking lot and Higgins was 
arrested a short time later on 
US 127 Bypass. 

Both were taken to the 
Lawrenceburg Police Depart¬ 
ment before being trans¬ 
ported to the Shelby County 
Detention Center. 


Drunk driver who 
killed child freed

On Oct. 2,2004, an Ohio 
man driving drunk on 
the Bluegrass Parkway in 
Anderson County slammed 
into a Harrodsburg fam¬ 
ily, killing a 
6-year-old 
boy. 

One day 
short of the 
10th anniver¬ 
sary of that 
crime, that 
same Ohio 
man walked 
out of prison 
a free man. 

Joseph Shreve, 51, was 
released from custody 
Oct. 1, placed on super¬ 
vised parole and allowed 
to return to Ohio, having 
served only nine years 
and 11 months of a 20-year 
sentence for second-degree 
manslaughter, driving 
under the influence and 
traffic-related violations. 

Shreve will remain on 
supervised parole through 
July 1 of next year. 

Shreve was released 
under a provision of House 
Bill 463, a state law that 
has allowed thousands of 
prisons to be released from 
prison. At the time of his 
conviction, second-degree 
manslaughter wasn’t 
considered violent crime, 
which made him eligible 
under that bill. 

Shreve, who was eligible 
for parole board earlier this 
summer, was denied parole 
and reportedly told he 
would have to serve out his 
sentence. 

Shreve pleaded guilty in 
the death of Branson Tay¬ 
lor Warner Cummins, who 
was traveling to Frankfort 
with his grandparents at 
the time of his death. 

He was sentenced in 
October, 2005. 

His grandmother, Paula 
Warner, was also injured in 
the wreck but survived. His 
grandfather, David Warner, 
was not injured. 


“The last word I heard 
was granddaddy from 
Branson,” David Warner 
wrote in a victim impact 
letter to the judge before 
Shreve was sentenced. 

“This was the last word 
uttered. My little man had 
left this world.” 

David Warner also 
recalled the wreck that 
killed his grandson, saying 
that following the wreck 
his wife was bleeding and 
injured. 

“But if you can, imagine 
the horror as I looked at 
Branson, his eyes wide open 
in death,” he wrote. “To 
this day I can still see those 
bright little eyes.” 

During Shreve’s parol 
hearing earlier this year, his 
mother, Stephanie Wardrip, 
was quoted as saying, “Am 
I mad at Joseph Shreve? 
You’re darn right I am. If 
I could dig a hole and put 
him under the jail, that’s 
where I’d put him.” 

Shreve was originally 
charged with murder but 
the commonwealth’s attor¬ 
ney’s office at the time 
allowed him to plead guilty 
to the lesser charge. 

The controversial HB 
463 has caused uproars 
across Kentucky for letting 
people out of prison early. 

A spokesperson for the 
state’s probation and parole 
division said last week that 
one upside to the law is 
that it allows the agency 
to keep close track of those 
released. 

“Once they serve their 
sentence, we have no con¬ 
trol over them,” the spokes¬ 
person said. “We also have 
no way to offer help with 
issues such as employment 
and substance abuse.” 

The spokesperson said 
that authorities in Ohio 
have agreed to oversee 
Shreve’s supervised proba¬ 
tion.

UK slogan reminiscent of Peach's 
first day at the Anderson helm 

itting at the 50-yard line - and 
the 20 and the 10 
and the goal line 
all in the comfort of the 
Herndon abode - thanks 
to this wonderful new 
thing called the “SEC 
Network,” I could not 
help but think back to 
a certain interview I 
conducted about 10 years 
ago. 

Commonwealth Sta¬ 
dium had been in a “black out” with 
students wearing T-shirts with the 
question, “Why not?” 

Of course, that’s the question Mark 
Stoops has been asking since he was 
hired away from Florida State, where 
he’d been a hot defensive coordinator. 

You know how the thinking has 
gone: Kentucky occasionally produces 
a team that makes a minor or mid¬ 
level bowl game but mostly leaves a 
loyal fan base heartbroken. It’s been 
that way since the day someone 
pumped air in a pigskin bladder and 
always will be. 

Or so the thought is. 

“You just can’t win at Kentucky.” 

To which Mark Stoops has 
answered, “Why not?” 

It’s even become a promotional 
campaign, selling fans, and more 
importantly, recruits, on the idea that 
the college sports scene in Lexington, 
Kentucky does not begin with Big 
Blue Madness and end sometime in 
late March or early April. 

Stoops knew what he was getting 
into and knew he had to stick with a 
plan. 

Granted, South Carolina has 
struggled and certainly not lived up 
to its pre-season billing, but that was 
still Steve Spurrier on the Gamecock 
sideline. In case you missed it, and 
really, there was no way you could, 
The Visor coached against Kentucky 
21 times. He’d won 20. 

Domination doesn’t even describe 
that supremacy. 

If “Why not?” is to ever have cred¬ 
ibility, one of those nemeses needed to 
be taken down a notch or two. 

Back in December of 2004, Ander¬ 
son County High School approached a 
college coach who had resigned from 
what he had called a dream job less 
than two years. 

Mark Peach had taken Camp- 
bellsville University to a place in the 
NAIA Top 25 but was leaving his alma 
mater. Ray Woodyard, then Ander¬ 
son’s principal, called Peach to see if 
he was ready to come home and work 
for him again. 

Peach, an Anderson County native, 
had been head football coach at Lex¬ 
ington’s Dunbar High School, where 
Woodyard had been principal before 
coming to Anderson. 

On a cold Thursday morning, 

Peach was introduced to his new 
team, then held a media conference 
that turned out to be a one-on-one 
interview with yours truly. 

Peach knew what he was getting 
into. A multitude of explanations had 
been offered, but the bottom line 
was that over the previous five years, 
Anderson had won seven games. But 
sitting in a conference room that day, 
Peach was talking about his big plans 
for Anderson football. 

After all, as an assistant coach, he 
had been to the state finals at Frank- 
lin-Simpson. As a head coach, he’d 
guided Hancock County to the cham¬ 
pionship game. 

He was coming to a school that had 
one district championship in the tro¬ 
phy case. ONE. 

It had not won a playoff game in 
12 years. So I asked, “Can Anderson 
County win a state championship?” 

The answer? “Why not?” 

I am not going to predict that Ken¬ 
tucky will win the SEC any time soon, 
and especially not this year, but my 
word, the Wildcats are fun to watch. 
That SEC title might never come, but 
Stoops is changing attitudes to believe 
it is possible. 

The high schools are much dif¬ 
ferent than college. You can’t legally 
recruit players to your program. Ros¬ 
ter and staff sizes are limited by rule. 

The gap between the perennial 
powers - Bowling Green, Highlands 
and the like - is probably even greater 
in high school than in college. 

But that does not mean a team 
should not work to fulfill its dreams. 

Anderson County has been to 
the state championship game under 
Peach. That was three years ago. 

But the Bearcats have not seriously 
threatened to win the whole thing. 

Can it happen? 

“Why not?”

Old-school drill leads to old-school win 


Cats protect ball, earn dominating victory in rain

It was a simple old-school 
drill that Anderson County 
football coach Mark Peach 
put his team through last 
week. 

It’s called the gauntlet. 

“We ran that every day,” 
Bearcat senior Bray den 
Russell said. 

As the name suggests, 
the drill consists of ball car¬ 
riers having to go between 
two lines of players or 
coaches trying to knock 
the ball away or cause a 
fumble. 

It’s a drill that is almost 
as old as the game itself, 
but it worked as Anderson 
rolled to a 35-7 win over 
visiting Woodford County 


Friday night. 

A week after putting the 
ball on the ground eight 
times at Montgomery Coun¬ 
ty, losing four, the Bearcats 
endured a second-half 
downpour and did not have 
a single turnover in beating 
Woodford for the fourth 
straight season. 

“Can you believe that?” 
Peach asked. “Last week, 
we had perfect weather 
conditions and fumbled the 
ball eight times. Tonight, 
the kids held onto the ball. 

I could not be any more 
proud of them.” 

It was an old-fashioned, 
no-nonsense approach for 
a team that a team that 
seems to have become 
increasingly old-fashioned 


and no-nonsense as the 
2014 season has progressed. 
Since dropping to 1-2 the 
Bearcats have reeled off 
three consecutive impres¬ 
sive wins. While there have 
been some new wrinkles to 
the Bearcats’ high-octane 
attack, those wins have 
been the result of stel¬ 
lar line play, an attacking 
defense and, with the lone 
exception at Montgomery, 
hanging on to the football. 

Such was the case Friday 
when the Bearcats protect¬ 
ed the ball when they had 
it and harrassed Woodford 
when the Yellow Jackets 
tried to move. Woodford 
totaled just 169 yards of 
offense, 45 coming on what 
Peach called “a fluke play” 
that produced the Yellow 
Jackets’ only score. 

And the Bearcats 


slammed the door during a 
second half that was played 
in a torrential rainstorm. 

“I could not be more 
proud,” Peach said. “In the 
second half, (the rain) cut 
loose. We shut them out

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Anderson youth hunt teaches safety, preserves heritage 


Sisters share experiences during youth 
training session at Sportsman's Club

Were someone to look 
up the definition of the 
perfect example of a 
youth hunter, the photo 
they’d see would likely 
be one of sisters Quetzal 
and Rio Velasco. 

The Anderson 
County teens are prime 
examples of the work 
done by the Anderson 
County Sportsman’s 
Club and Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife officers 
to teach responsible 
and safe hunting skills 
to youngsters, setting 
them up for a lifetime 
of enjoyment harvesting 
deer, turkey and other 
wildlife while respect¬ 
ing those traditions. 

Quetzal, 16, and Rio, 
14, were on hand Satur¬ 
day as club members 
put yet another group of 
local children through 
their paces in prepara¬ 


tion for the annual 
statewide youth deer 
hunting program this 
weekend. 

The sisters reflected 
not only on what 
they’ve learned about 
hunting, but what doing 
so has taught them 
about themselves. 

“I didn’t know I’d be 
able to pull the trigger 
and kill an animal that 
looks so magnificent,” 
Quetzal said. “But I 
know it helps keep down 
the population and it’s a 
humane way to do so.” 

“I was always told 
I’m a patient person,” 
said Rio. “If you’re not 
patient you’re not going 
to be a good hunter. It’s 
important to go hunting. 
If deer are overpopu¬ 
lated it hurts the deer 
population as a whole.” 

The sisters have 
each harvested deer 
and turkey as a result 
of the program and are 


no strangers to eating 
venison. Their father, 
Anthony, works with 
the U.S. Fish and Wild¬ 
life service and has been 
providing the lean red 
meat to his family for 
years. 


“We were raised on 
venison,” Quetzal said. 
“We hardly ever eat 
beef.” 

“At the store you 
don’t know where your 
food is coming from,” 
chimed in Rio. “When 
you hunt, you know 
what you’re eating.” 

Although guides dur¬ 
ing their youth hunts 
field dressed the deer 
they harvested, the sis¬ 
ters are no strangers to 
helping process the fam¬ 
ily’s meat. 

“We butcher chick¬ 
ens, lots of chickens,” 
said Quetzal, adding that 
the family raises laying 
hens for the most part, 
but gets 50 to 100 “meat” 
chickens every couple of 
years. 

Hunting, however, is 
but a part of their lives. 
Both are homeschooled 

— “I get to do homework 
in my pajamas,” said Rio, 

— take ballet lessons, are 
in 4-H and participate 
on a Lego Robotics team. 

“We’re artsy people,” 
said Quetzal. “People 
don’t see us as knitting, 
crocheting or tatting.” 

Young people who 
successfully complete 
the program are given 
their youth hunter 


education certificate — 
know as their orange 
card — and are also pro¬ 
vided time on the club’s 
shooting range to learn 
firearm skills and safety. 

Designed to give those 
who otherwise might 
get a chance to hunt, 
the program includes 
numerous volunteers 
and landowners who 
donate use of their land, 
where young people are 
paired with experienced 
hunters who are with 
them every step of the 
way. 

Since its inception 
in 2010, the program 
has helped hundreds of 
children from here and 
neighboring counties 
experience the joys of 
learning about and har¬ 
vesting wildlife. 

Making that possible 
is the Anderson County 
Sportsman’s Club, which 
donates the use of its 
facility. 

“If kids want to come 
out and do something, 
the club steps aside,” 
said Lu Ann Johnson, 
who sits on the club’s 
board of directors and 
runs its youth programs. 

“The club supports 
youth programs because 
it’s the future of our 


hunting and our heri¬ 
tage.” 

Having young girls 
participate is nothing 
new here, said Johnson, 
whose father was a Fish 
and Wildlife officer 
for 35 years in Fayette 
County. 

“In my 10 years run¬ 
ning the youth pro¬ 
grams, it’s always 35 to 
40 percent female,” she 
said, adding that female 
hunting is up 8 percent 
nationally over the past 
five years. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife officer David 
Goodlett said the agency 
is proud to offer assis¬ 
tance in the youth hunt 
program. 

“It helps promote 
hunting and gives kids 
an opportunity,” said 
Goodlett, who was joined 
by several other wildlife 
officers at the club Sat¬ 
urday. 

“Having the kids 
here is great,” he said. 
“They get to meet us 
and talk to use and not 
be afraid when they see 
us because it let’s them 
realize we’re here to 
help.”

Muskellunge fishing heats up in fall

The angler’s whoop traveled fast 
and loud over the water from the 
back of Buck Creek on Cave Run 
Lake. 

Bringing a trophy muskellunge to 
the boat after a spirited fight uncorks 
raw emotions and provides a unique 
sense of satisfaction. In this instance, 
the 45-inch torpedo of a fish was a 
new personal best and the fourth 
muskellunge the angler had caught 
on this Friday in mid-September. 

The fall muskellunge bite was 
turning on, and word traveled 
quickly. A parking lot that held only 
a handful of boat trailers on Friday 
was full Saturday. 

The shorter days, brisk nights and 
cooler water temperatures of early 
fall trigger the start of some of the 
finest muskellunge fishing of the 
year. Cave Run, Green River and 
Buckhorn lakes are the state’s top des¬ 
tinations as they have been proven to 
produce trophy fish. 

In recent weeks, muskellunge at 
Cave Run Lake have been caught in 
the backs of creeks - many of them 
loaded with weed beds and standing 
timber - in 8 feet of water or less. 
Weed beds near submerged channels 
and across the main lake flats aren’t 
to be overlooked either. 

“They’re looking for one thing: 
food to get them through the winter,” 
said Tom Timmermann, northeastern 
fisheries district program coordina¬ 
tor with the Kentucky Department 


of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “Bass 
go through a heavy feeding period 
in the fall, and muskellunge do the 
same thing.” 

Smaller lures such as a 4-inch balsa 
wood crankbait in silver and black, a 
half-ounce dressed in-line spinner or 
a quarter-ounce skirted buzz bait can 
be effective in early fall. As the water 
cools, consider upsizing to rubber and 
hard-bodied jerkbaits, and single and 
double-bladed in-line spinners and 
spinnerbaits. 

Buckhorn Lake in Leslie and Perry 
counties is rated good for muskel¬ 
lunge and holds ample numbers of 
fish in the 36 to 40-inch range. 

In early fall, target the back of 
creeks and shallower areas that have 
weed beds. 

Crank baits, jerk baits and bucktail 
spinners are proven producers. Gen¬ 
erally, orange and sucker-imitating 
colors work well in the creeks while 
silver, purple or chartreuse are go-to 
colors for the main lake. 

Leatherwood Creek, Otter Creek 
and Meetinghouse Branch are a few 
of the best spots for fall muskie on 
Buckhorn Lake. The tailwaters can be 
excellent for muskellunge as well. 

Fisheries biologists routinely see 
muskellunge exceeding 45 inches 
on Green River Lake, which is rated 
excellent for the species. 

Where there are shad, muskel¬ 
lunge probably aren’t far away. Give 
a shad-imitating crankbait a try. 
Jerkbaits also produce on Green River 
Lake.

Tuesday, it was appar¬ 
ent early that it would 
not be Anderson’s day. 
After five holes, the 
Bearcats were already 
20 over par with two 
players - Zach Toles, 
who had played at the 
state last year, and Tyler 
Brothers - both battling 
back problems. 

“Three of the guys 
played in their first 
regional tournament 
and felt the pressure 
really early in the 
round,” Beward said.

The change in rates is based on a proposed new tariff provision: 

A System Development Rider (SDR) applicable to all customers receiving gas 
service under Atmos’ Rate Schedules G-1, G-2, T-3 and T-4. The Rider is designed 
to encourage economic development and job growth by allowing Atmos to recover 
operational expenses, capital expenditures or both associated with the expansion 
and/or improvement of infrastructure to existing and/or new service areas not oth¬ 
erwise feasible. Atmos may expend up to $5,000,000 annually for such projects or 
additional amounts subject to Public Service Commission approval. 

The tariff also sets forth the mechanism for calculating the SDR revenue 
requirement. 

All other charges not specifically mentioned herein shall remain the same as 
those presently in effect. The proposed rates will result in an overall approximate 
increase in the amount of $2,067,352 or 2.93% with increases of approximately 
$1,247,156 or 2.93% for residential consumers, and $487,943 or 2.93% for com¬ 
mercial consumers, and approximately $332,253 or 2.93% for industrial consum¬ 
ers. Charges from other gas revenue will not increase. The average monthly bill 
for residential consumers will increase approximately $0.67 or 1.13%. The average 
monthly bill for commercial consumers will increase approximately $2.11 or 0.38%. 
The average monthly bill for industrial customers will increase approximately 
$59.55 or 1.86%. The impact on each customer’s average bill will vary according 
to individual consumption or transportation levels. However, this impact can be 
determined by each customer by applying the proposed rates listed above to their 
respective average consumption or transportation levels.
